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Most members of the LAPPL have not 
had their respect for Washington 
enhanced recently. First, there was the 
outrageous consent decree foisted on the 
city and weakly acceded to by mayor, 
council and management. Then, of 
course, there has been the farce of the 
White House election. While I like to 
think that the League has demonstrated 
its superior efficiency to politicians many 
times, this really must be the first year 
that we have decided our president before 
the nation has! On November 29th, I was 
honored to be elected by the Board of 
Directors, as President of the Los 
Angeles Police Protective League. The 

writer Ada Leverson once wrote, “You 


straightaway, so that you can begin to get 
to know me. 

This job would be a major responsibil- 
ity at any time, but it is even more so as 
we face some particularly difficult times. 
Nevertheless, I believe this actually pres- 
ents us with a chance to really drive home 
our objectives. 

In 1922, a small group of rank-and-file 
Los Angeles Police Officers formed the 
LAPPL and established its goals. It’s 
worth reflecting on what they were back 
then: 

+ Advance the interests of LAPD offi- 
cers through legislative and legal 
advocacy, political action and educa- 
tion 

+ Protect LAPD officers from any and 
all sources that attack their salaries, 
pensions or working conditions 

+ Promote the highest standards of 
professionalism within policing 

That history is important for us to 
remember, but my focus is on looking 
forward to the future. I am proud to tell 
you that the original small group of 
founders has grown to a membership of 
nearly 10,000. Presently, we have nine 
full-time Directors, a professional staff 
and a full-time legal counsel. Let me 
emphasize that this is a terrific team, ded- 
icated to getting results for you. 'm not 
going to single anyone out for special 
mention, because we function as a cohe- 
sive whole, but I would like to make one 
exception and highlight my predecessor 
as president, Dr. Ted Hunt. Those of you 
who have met Ted will be familiar with 
his incisive intelligence, his energy and 
his passion. Even if you have not met 
him, you have certainly benefited from 
those qualities. I am delighted that he 


Working for the Right Reforms 


continues to serve on the Board and 

thank him for his continued support and 

encouragement. 

The services that the LAPPL provides 
greatly exceed those that could be offered 
in 1922. So do our goals. However, our 
prime aim is still “protecting those who 
protect and serve.’ That aim offers 
tremendous benefits for people in Los 
Angeles. Through the League’s success- 
ful and ongoing efforts to ensure a fair 
and equitable workplace for LAPD offi- 
cers, those officers are providing better 
law enforcement services to everyone in 
this city. And by “everyone,” I mean not 

only LA%s residents, but also the hundreds 
of thousands of visitors who spend their 
time and dollars here. _ 
‘continue. Recently, our department bas ; 
run into difficulties and controversy. 
While the media often reports more 
responsibly than some people might give 
them credit for, they cannot be said to 
have helped matters. Nor, however, can 
LAPD management be said to have done 
a sterling job, either in its public commu- 
nications, or in its efforts to take care of 
its rank-and-file members. 

As you know, we have been working 
hard to get management to acknowledge 
and act on the need for substantive 
improvements in working practices and 
conditions. Rather than pandering to the 
ill-informed demands of federal med- 
diers, I believe that the city and manage- 
ment should concentrate on their own 
backyard. 

Recently, we submitted a fifteen-point 
plan for achieving real, tangible reform of 
policing Los Angeles, rather than just 
window-dressing for Washington. | 
won't go through all of those points here, 
but there are a couple of efforts that are 
particularly important to emphasize. 
These are pension reform and the com- 
pressed work schedules (CWS). 

That the latter should be opposed by 
management is utterly absurd, given the 
overwhelmingly positive findings in the 
Final Report of the department's ad-hoc 
committee on CWS, made in 1994. 
Among the “results that can be reliably 
anticipated if such work schedules are 
implemented,” the report mentioned 
improvements in morale, family issues, 
productivity, recruitment and retention. It 
also said, “there appears to be no negative 
fiscal impact on the Department” In 
fact, data suggested a savings to city tax- 
payers of $24 million a year (think how 
much more it would be now) and a sig- 
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nificant increase in street coverage. Both 
CWS and pension reform will create a 
family friendly environment, attracting 
more candidates to the department, and I 
am determined to fight hard for them. 

The right reforms -will raise morale 
among police officers and improve their 
reputation among the community. The 
wrong reforms will have the opposite 
effect. Like it or not, the public does not 
distinguish between management and 
rank and file, so it is up to us to work hard 
together to ensure that our future, and that 
of the city we serve, is as bright as possi- 
ble. 

Like just about everyone else in this 
country, I am looking forward to a respite 
from elections! Neverthel 
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exercised. I mention this particularly 
because I believe it is incumbent on all of 
us to use what means there are at our dis- 
posal to ensure that our views and needs 
are fully represented. That means that we 
must work to help elect candidates in any 


and all city elections that we can trust to 
support the LAPD and us, its officers 
You can be assured that the Board and I 
will take a vigorous lead on this, because 
it is so very important. 

Through various activities we hope to 
educate the public on how to help them- 
selves and how to help us help them. 
This is just one of the cooperative rela- 
tionships that we need to nurture and 
develop. In partnership with LAPD man- 
agement, elected officials, 
leaders, the media and the many 
abiding residents of Los Angeles, we 
truly can make our city a safer place to 
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live.

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As many of you already know, the 
Los Angeles Police Protective League 
authorized the law firm Silver, Hadden 
& Silver to file a class action in the 
United States District Court, Central 
District of California, on behalf of all 
those Los Angeles police officers who 
have suffered punitive action in the 
form of a "Brady letter" accompanied 
by a reassignment to a non-field posi- 
tion with loss of pay and/or serious vio- 
lation of an officer's right to privacy. 
The Brady letters have also been relied 
upon for denials of promotion and 
severe penalties at Board of Rights’ 
hearings. 

The lawsuit challenging those prac- 
tices alleges, among other things, that 
the Department has misinterpreted the 
United States Supreme Court’s decision 
in Brady v. Maryland (1963), in a man- 
ner that permits punitive action against 
rank-and-file police officers. The law- 
suit also argues that the Department's 
policy is not only unlawful on its face, 
but that it is also applied in an uncon- 
stitutionally discriminatory manner 

Moreover, the lawsuit complains that 
the officers are being denied their right 
to appeal the issuance of the Brady let- 
ters under the Public Safety Officers’ 
Procedural Bill of Rights Act, 
California Government Code Section 
3303, et seq. 
Interestingly, a couple of weeks ago, 
the Rampart Independent Review Panel 
issued its report essentially confirming 
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all of the allegations brought against the 
Department by the League in the Brady 
class action lawsuit as described above 
Under the general caption entitled, 
"Other aspects of the disciplinary sys- 
tem are perceived to be arbitrary, unfit 
and unfair" was a section regarding 
"Brady letters" that provided 
“Brady letters, For example, begin- 
ning in 1998 and continuing until 
the latter portion of this Panel's 
investigation, the Department sent 
"Brady letters" to a number of offi- 
cers throughout the Department 
who had been disciplined for hon- 
esty-related offenses. Nominally 
the letters were a response to the 
legal obligation of prosecutors to 
disclose to defense counsel poten- 
tially exculpatory information 
including reasons to doubt the hon- 
esty of any police officers that testi- 
fy for the prosecution. The letters 
informed the recipients that their 
conduct had raised "serious doubts" 
about their credibility that might 
need to be disclosed to defense 
counsel, and that, accordingly, the 
recipients were being moved "to a 
non-field related assignment" that 
would not involve making arrests, 
preparing arrest reports, or testify- 
ing in court. By prohibiting the 
recipients from participating in 
police field work, the letters effec- 
tively ended the recipients’ careers

Big Brother Branches Out 


Mr. Garcetti has started a database 
The Brady problem continues unabat- 
ed. The following are excerpts from a 
letter written by Devonne Midson and 
Elizabeth Silver Tourgeman of the law 


firm of Silver, Hadden and Silver. 
They explain the current situation cre- 
ated by District Attorney Gill Garcetti 
and the League's response. 

“On October 10, 2000, Gil Garcetti, 
the District Attorney for the County of 
Los Angeles, issued Special Directive 
00-01. The Special Directive establish- 
es the official policy regarding the 
prosecution’s obligations under the 
Supreme Court’s decision in Brady ¥. 
Maryland. That decision and several 
cases which followed held that prosecu- 
tors have an affirmative duty to provide 
a criminal defendant with exculpatory 
material uncovered by the prosecution. 
Brady and its progeny have been inter- 
preted to include the obligation to dis- 
close any information which may be 
used to impeach a material government 
witness. 

The Special Directive directs the 
Special Investigations Division of the 
District Attorney's office to compile 
any and all allegations of misconduct 
lodged against any and all peace offi- 
cers employed in the county and to 
input the information into a centralized 
computerized database to create a per- 


manent electronic archive of this conf- 
dential information 

Once established, this database will 
require prosecutors to conduct a search 
regarding any officer who may testify 
against the accused in a criminal pro- 
ceeding. Whenever a deputy district 
attorney has a “reasonable belief” that 
the peace officer has committed mis- 
conduct or learns of any allegations that 
a peace officer has committed miscon- 
duct, the Special Directive gives prose- 
cutors the option of disclosing this 
information to the court or disclosing it 
directly to a criminal defendant. 
According to the Special Directive, 
individuals outside the District 
Attorney’s office may obtain access to 
the database by submitting a request to 
SID for consideration. Thus, SID may, 
in its discretion, provide access to any 
individual when it deems it necessary 
and appropriate to do so. 

On October 25, 2000, the District 
Attorney sent a form letter to Police 
Chiefs throughout the county inform- 
ing them of the policies and procedures 
set forth in the Special Directive and 
requesting that their agencies provide 
his office with any and all allegations 
of misconduct lodged against its peace 
officer employees to add to the pro- 
posed database. Although the stated 
purpose of the Special Directive is “to 
ensure uniformity and consistency in 
meeting [the District Attorney’s] dis- 
under Brady \

statutes it is undeniable that the 
District Attorney's action will create a 
“centralized clearinghouse” which will 
contain information gleaned from the 
confidential personnel records of peace 
officers throughout the county, The 
database authorizes the office of the 
District Attorney to 
archive allegations of 
lodged against peace officers without 


permanently 

misconduct 
limitation or exception. This include: 
allegations which have been deemed 
“unfounded” and of which the officer 
has been completely exonerated, The 
Special Directive gives prosecutors the 
option of (1) bringing the information 
to the court's attention, or (2) unilater- 
ally disclosing the information to the 
defense prior to a determination by the 
trial court that the information is rele- 
vant to or admissible in the pending 
criminal action, thus completely evis- 
cerating the protections of an in camera 
review as provided for in Pifchess \ 
Superior Court of Los Angeles Count) 

On November 16, 2000, the Los 
Angeles Police Protective League, on 
behalf of its members, the PORAC 
Legal Defense Fund, as well as twenty- 
one local police associations which are 
also members of PORAC LDF, joined 
together as Plaintiffs in Los Angeles 
Police Protective League, et al. v. Gil 
Garcetti et al, which was filed to chal- 
lenge the policies and procedures set 
forth in the Special Directive.” 

The trial court refused to grant a 
restraining order against Mr. Garcetti’s 
database and Silver, Hadden and Silver 
filed an appeal to the appellate court. 
As of this writing, the issue has not 
been decided.

Dear Councilman Bernson: 
Simply to illustrate how far back the 
need for the voice activated tape 
recorders for LAPD goes, I distinctly 
recall while sitting with Chief Daryl 
Gates in 1988 at an SFVBPA dinner, 
pressing him for a reason why LAPD 
officers should not be furnished either 
with video or tape recorders in order to 
establish precisely what was said in an 
incident which might result in a com- 
plaint or a lawsuit against the depart- 
ment. His only reply was that it would 
simply be too costly to store all of the 
tapes which had to be retained. It is true 
that at that time the technology required 
much larger and expensive recorders 
than are now available. But as you 
know, this has all changed. ‘ 
Here are just a few pertinent questions 
which I am sure have occurred to thou- 
sands of L.A. residents besides myself.

Dear Judge Wiatt, Superior Court 

I stand before you as representative 

selected by the officers of the Los 

Angeles Police Department to represent 

them for the past seven years and as a 

person whose life has been devoted to 

the field of law enforcement for the past 

32 years. Officer Paul Verna worked for 

me just prior to his cold-blooded and 

ruthless murder by Kenneth Gay 

Nothing could be more painful to any 

of us than to lose a family member. I’ve 
come to know many of the families of 
slain officers who have been left to face 
the void. In fact, they have formed the 
Los Angeles Police Family Support 
Group to help each other adjust to their 
drastically changed futures and to assist 
others they know will follow and have to 
endure similar catastrophes. 

When a loss of life is premature and 
results from callous, ruthless actions of 
others, we look to the courts to ensure 
that justice will prevail and that the peo- 
ple responsible can never commit such 
acts again. There is every indication and 
strong evidence that Kenneth Earl Gay 
has no regard for the life of others and, 
if allowed to live, would not hesitate to 
kill again. 

Surely those who completely discard 
the life of a police officer and demon- 
strate total insensitivity to the pain

For the state to take a life is, without 
doubt, a very serious matter, but when 
evaluating what Gay did, how he did it, 
and his past record, then the death 
penalty should be imposed for what the 
people of California and the law 
enforcement community believe is the 
deserving and intended purpose of such 
punishment.

“Who Was Paul Verna?”

On June 2, 1983, Los Angeles Police 
pepecunent motorcycle Officer Paul 
Verna was shot and killed in the San 
Fernando Valley while conducting a 
traffic stop. Two ex-convicts on parole, 
Raymond Cummings and Kenneth Gay, 
were arrested and convicted of murder- 
ing Officer Verna. They were both sen- 
tenced to death in 1985. In 1998, the 
California Supreme Court granted Gay 
a new penalty phase trial. The court 
found that while Gay’s conviction stood, 
his legal representation was lacking in 
regard to his death sentence. 

During the past six weeks, the events 
of that tragic day in 1983 have been 
recounted in dramatic fashion in 
Department J of the San Fernando 
Superior Court, Judge L. Jeffrey Wiatt 
presiding. The issue of guilt has not 
been in question. Gay was proven guilty 
by a jury in 1985. The only issue for this 
jury is Gay’s punishment: Life without 
parole or death: 

The facts and circumstances of the 
crime were presented to the new jurors, 
no small task considering the crime is 17 
years old. Career prosecutors from the 
Los Angeles District Attorney’s Office 
and detectives from Robbery-Homicide 
Division conducted a new investigation 
and presented 50 witnesses, many of 

whoni were victims of violent acts per- 
petrated by Gay prior to the murder of 
Officer Verna. These crimes included the 
fire bombing of his teenage girlfriend’s 
home while she and her family slept. The 
girlfriend suffered first, second and third 
degree burns in the attack. Additional 
victims testified to Gay attacking them 
during armed robberies at their small 
businesses. The victims were savagely 
beaten and pistol-whipped one while not 
resisting Gay’s demands During their 
testimony these past weeks, they 
revealed the lifelong emotional scars of 
their encounters with Gay. The evidence 
clearly indicated that Gay had an exten- 
sive history of victimizing others. 

During this new penalty phase trial, 
Kenneth Gay again had his day in court. 
He attempted to convince a jury he 
should not be put to death for his cold- 
blooded execution-style killing of Verna 
as he lay on the ground wounded. Gay 
shot the young officer several times in the 
back as he lay wounded. Verna had ini- 
tially been shot by Gay’s partner in crime. 

Gay’s team of two lawyers called 
actor and death penalty foe, Ed Asner, to 
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the witness stand. Asner testified that he 
had never spoken to or seen Gay before 
his court appearance. Asner went on to 
testify that he emceed an awards presen- 
tation by the writers’ workshop and for- 
mally recognized a screenplay written 
by Gay while on death row. Asner went 
on to say that he enjoyed reading the 
screenplay and that he was highly 
impressed by it. 

Deputy District Attorney Morrison, 
after establishing that Asner had never 
met or spoken to Gay, asked him a series 
of questions. “Mr. Asner, have you ever 
read a card written by Paul Verna to his 
son? Have you ever read a Father’s Day 
card written by Paul Verna to his father?” 

Mr. Asner answered, “Could you pos- 
sibly tell me who Paul Vernon (sic) is?” 

Most of those in the courtroom surely 
felt Asner should have at least known 
the name of the officer victim. 
Unintentionally, Asner asked a great 
question: “Who is Paul Verna?” 
Unfortunately, during the original trial, 
there were no provisions for the victim 
impact testimony. This newly recog- 
nized aspect presents the life of the vic- 
tim and the testimony of survivors as to 
what impact their loss has had on their 
lives. Earlier this month, a jury for the 

first time had an answer to the question 
“Who is Paul Verna?’ 

The jury heard from Paul Verna’s par- 
ents, John ‘and Edith; his sister, Susan; 
his widow, Sandy; and their sons, Bryce 

and Ryan, The jury learned that Paul 
Verna was raised in North Hollywood. 
His father worked as a decorator and 
salesman, his mother worked as a regis- 
tered nurse until Paul’s birth. She did 
not return to work until Paul and his 
younger sister were teenagers. Paul was 
a dedicated Boy Scout. The family loved 
to camp throughout California and 

Oregon and did so often. Paul’s father 

testified that he never recalled Paul ever 

being in a fight throughout his youth. 

Paul usually had his head under the 

hood of a car or working on his old 

Harley Davidson motorcycle he bought 

with his own money as a teenager. His 

lifelong friend, Bryce Yokomizo, testi- 
fied that Paul was a friend whom he 
misses on a daily basis. He recalled that 
as a boy his bicycle was stolen. Paul and 
his dad knocked on his door and gave 
him a bike that belonged to Paul. Bryce 
is the godfather and namesake of 
Verna’s oldest son, Bryce. 
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As a young man, Paul joined the 
United States Air Force, After complet- 
ing his military service, Paul joined the 


LAPD, met Sandy, they married and 
were raising their two sons. After sever- 
al years he joined the Los Angeles City 
Fire Department. He enjoyed the fire 
service, however, he missed the unique 
activity of the Police Department and he 
rejoined the LAPD. In 1982, Officer 
Verna combined his zeal to care for oth- 
ers and no doubt his fire department 
training to rescue two children from a 
burning house. The LAPD awarded him 
the Department’s Medal of Valor for his 
courageous efforts. 

Verna’s sons were young boys, ages 
four and nine, when he was murdered. 
This past week they testified as young 
men. They told the jury that they did not 
have a lot of firsthand recollection 
regarding their dad. They did have the 
memories of their mom’s and many oth- 
ers’ stories as to what their dad was like. 
Ryan spoke of sometimes feeling uneasy 
at being told how much he looked like 
and even acted like his dad, whom he did 
not remember. Sandy, Verna’s widow, 
spoke of the challenge to properly raise 
two very young boys alone. 

Paul Verna was a wonderful young 
boy serving his community through the 


who 


Boy Scouts. He was a loving son 
enjoyed the family and their camping 
trips. He visited his parents at their home 
in uniform en route to his afternoon roll 
call just hours before he was murdered 

Paul Verna was a loving husband and 
proud father of two young boys, a loyal 
and dedicated husband and father. He 
was a committed public servant serving 
the United States Air Force, Los 
Angeles Police Department and Los 
Angeles Fire Department. He risked his 
life many times for the City of Los 
Angeles and eventually he gave his life 
for all of us to be safe. 

Paul Verna possessed all of the per- 
sonal characteristics that a good police 
officer should have. Sandy Verna raised 
her sons, Bryce and Ryan, to be good 
men like their father. The challenge is 
significant as Paul Verna is viewed as a 
hero within the LAPD. 

When Bryce and Ryan testified last 
week, they were asked what they did for 
a living. Their response answered the 
question, “Who is Paul Verna?” Bryce 
and Ryan are Los Angeles police offi- 
cers and proud of it 

The LAPD is looking for many more 
men and women like the Vernas

Sergeant Paul Byrnes was accused by 
Rafael Perez of engaging in the cover up 
of a 1998 beating of a 18" street gang 
member who was wanted for attempted 
murder, Sergeant Byrnes was relieved of 
duty pending this Board in February of 
this year and had been without pay for 
approximately nine months. The Board 
heard thirteen witnesses and examined 
thirty-four exhibits over approximately 
nine days of testimony that was com- 
pleted on December 14, 2000. The 
Board commented that the Department's 


case rested largely on the credibility of 


Rafael Perez, two 18" street gang mem- 
bers, and police officers at the scene 

Henry Rodriguez was an ex-LAPD 
officer who was terminated from the 

Department in 1975. He had been the 
partner at one time of murdered LAPD 
officer, Mike Edwards Robbery 
Homicide is still trying to solve this 
murder. In March of 2000, members of 
RHD were in the process of interview- 
ing Rodriguez to see if anything had 
been missed over the twenty-six years 
that the murder had remained unsolved. 
Rodriquez at this time was in the same 
section of jail as Rafael Perez. 
Rodriquez mentioned to the RHD inves- 
tigators that Perez was commenting on 
making false statements regarding the 
Rampart scandal. The RHD investiga- 
tors notified the Rampart Task Force. 
Rodriquez was interviewed on April 7th, 
2000. He agreed to wear a wire for the 
investigators, but they never returned 
for any follow up investigations. 
_ Defense Representative Cliff Armas 
heard of the interview, but was refused 
the paraphrased statement and tape 
made by the Task Force detectives by 
the Department Armas contacted 
Rodriguez and verified the statements. 
Armas then did the obvious, he obtained 
a list of the other persons incarcerated 
with Perez and began to contact them to 
see if they had heard similar statements. 
This had never been done by the 
Rampart Task Force, the District 
Attorney investigators, nor the Federal 
Task Force. Armas eventually subpoe- 
naed three former inmates with knowl- 
edge of Perez’ statements and behavior 
during his incarceration to testify at the 
Board of Rights. 

The remainder of this story is best 
told with quotations from the Board of 
Rights members taken from the tran- 
script after a unanimous verdict of not 
guilty. The emphasis is added, 

“PEREZ BEGAN THIS ODYSSEY 
WITH PRESUMED CREDIBILITY 
BASED ON THE LOGICAL ASSUMP- 
TION THAT HE WOULD HAVE NO 
REASON TO IMPLICATE INNOCENT 
OFFICERS IN HIS WRONGDOINGS. 
THERE SEEMED TO BE ENOUGH 
OFFICERS THAT WERE ENGAGED IN 


SERIOUS MISCONDUCT TO SERVE 
PEREZ’ NEEDS AS THEY PERT {/NED 
TO HIS DEAL WITH THE DISTRICT 
17TORNEY. THIS BOARD, IN} {RYING 
DEGREES, RECOGNIZED THE 
TRUTH OF THOSE ASSUMPTIONS 
{ND PROCEEDED ACCORDINGL) 
EVEN THOUGH PRIOR BOARDS AND 
OTHER EVENTS APPEARED TO BE 
TAKING THE LUSTER OFF PEREZ 
CREDIBILITY. THE BOARD IS CON- 
VINCED THAT PEREZ LIED _DUR- 
ING THESE PROCEEDINGS .." 

The Board had noted that Perez’ testi- 
mony was logically inconsistent bordering 
on the absurd They confronted him with 
their observations during his testimony 

“WHEN THE BOARD CONFRONT- 
ED PEREZ WITH THE ABSURDITY 
OF HIS TESTIMONY, PEREZ WAS 
UNABLE TO OFFER A BELIEVABLE 
REASON FOR THESE INCONSISTEN- 
CIES. IF ANYTHING, HIS TESTIMO- 
NY BECAME MORE ABSURD AS HE 
TRIED TO EXPLAIN IT.” 

The Board commented on one specific 
instance of his testimony where they had 
challenged him and he had failed to be 
convincing. The Board continued their 
commentary on Perez’ believability. 

“PEREZ' CREDIBILITY IS SERI- 
OUSLY DISCREDITED BY OTHER 
WITNESSES AS WELL, WHICH WILL 
BE DEVELOPED LATER IN THIS 
RATIONALE. FINALLY, PEREZ IS AN 
EXTREMELY ARROGANT WITNESS 
WHO HAD TO BE CAUTIONED BY 
THE BOARD TO BE LESS FLIPPANT 
AND WARNED THAT HE WAS BOR- 
DERING ON VIOLATING HIS AGREE- 
MENT TO COOPERATE WITH ALL 
RAMPART-RELATED _INVESTIGA- 
TIONS. THE BOARD DID NOT FIND 
PEREZ TO BE CREDIBLE. ONE IS 
CLEARLY ‘LEFT WITH THE IMPRES- 
SION THAT PEREZ BELIEVES THAT 
HE IS SMARTER THAN THOSE 
AROUND HIM, AND THAT HE CAN 
CONTROL ALL RELEVANT EVENTS 
IN THESE MATTERS.” 

The Board then went through each of 
the former inmates of Rafael Perez and 
highlighted their testimony and the fact 
that the witnesses were believable. 
Finally, they commented on the testimo- 
ny of Sergeant Byrnes and the reasons 
that they were finding him not guilty. 

“FINALLY WE COME TO SERGEANT 
BYRNES. THE BOARD FOUND 
SERGEANT BYRNES TO BE A CREDI- 
BLE WITNESS. HE WAS FORTHRIGHT

BOARD DID NOT BELIEVE RAFA EL 
PEREZ. IN LIGHT OF SOME OF THE 
TESTIMONY IN THIS CASE, THIS 
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“SERGEANT BYR! 
pe re a t INIgt JE INTEREST 
REF R > A COMMUNITY. AS A 

LONG RESIDENT OF THE CI 
LIFE-L ANGELES AND AS A MEM- 
OER OF THIS BOARD, | WANT TO 
TAKE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO APOL- 
OGIZE FOR ALL THAT YOU HAVE 
BEEN THROUGH. THESE ARE MY 
THOUGHTS, MY OBSERVATIONS, 
AND NOT THOSE OF MY FELLOW 
BOARD MEMBERS. AS THIS BOARD 
HAS OUTLINED IN ITS RATIONALE, 
WE FOUND YOU NOT GUILTY, INNO- 
CENT. THE FACT THAT YOU COULD 
HAVE WRITTEN A BETTER USE OF 
FORCE REPORT, THE FACT THAT 
YOU COULD HAVE OR SHOULD 
HAVE SUSPECTED SOME OF YOUR 
OFFICERS WERE UP TO NO GOOD 
IS BESIDE THE POINT. THESE 
MACHIAVELLIAN SVENGALIS 
FOOLED A LOT OF PEOPLE SO 
MUCH MORE EXPERIENCED THAN 
YOU. THE POINT HERE, AS FAR AS 
I AM CONCERNED, IS THAT A 
GOOD POLICE OFFICER’S LIFE 
— YOUR LIFE — HAS BEEN PAR- 
TIALLY RUINED BY THE MALI- 
CIOUS LIES OF RAFAEL PEREZ. 

I WISH I COULD TELL YOU WHERE 
YOU CAN GO TO RECLAIM YOUR

at all? Everything discovered by the 
defense representatives was equally dis- 
coverable by the Department and its 
dozens of investigators assigned to 
investigate the Perez-related cases, 
Instead of exploring the obvious 
avenues pursued by the defense teams, 
the Department has either ignored them 
or concealed them from the various 
defense representatives and attorneys by 
withholding them from discovery. 
There should be outrage that Sergeant 
Byrnes was put through this experience 
and another investigation should be 
started as to how the review system 
could go this wrong. The Department's 
personnel complaint investigation sys- 
tem and investigation review is either so 
incompetent, or so corrupted with poli- 
tics that officers can have little faith in 
the LAPD disciplinary system. It is 
small satisfaction to be cleared after you 
have lost your house. ‘ 

On the other hand, there are signs that 
the worm is starting to turn. Defense 
Representatives have reported that in 
some cases Internal Affairs investiga- 
tors have frankly told Board members 
during their testimony that they believe 
that Perez was lying about a particular 
fact, Sergeant Dallas Gibson being one. 
On other occasions, Department advo- 
cates, Sergeant Ray Garvin, Marianus 
Von Korff and Maria Acosta, among 
others, have recommended that pending 
Boards be withdrawn based on the lack 
of evidence that they have seen in other 
Boards based on the same facts. 

It is ultimately the integrity of the 
street level investigators that will tri-

umph over the politics. The system is 
simple and reliable when the politics are 
left out. The Department is supposed to 
gather evidence of both guilt and inno- 
cence. When the Department charges 
an officer with misconduct, it is sup- 
posed to put all of the evidence on the 
table. The Department should be proud 
of the strength of its case and not fear 
scrutiny. The defense representatives 
Should attack the evidence from all 
directions. If the evidence stands, then 
the officer has had his or her due 
process and the punishment is legal. If 
it docs not, the officer is restored to 
duty without prejudice. Anything less 
is AN injustice 

The League wishes to thank the 
Board members in Sergeant Byrnes 
case for having the dedication to honor 
their most important job in the discipli- 
nary system, correcting a wrong, at 
least to the extent that it was within their 
powers. Captain K. Hale was the chair- 
man, Captain E. Paysinger was the asso- 
ciate Board member, and Mr. Xavier 
Hermosillo was the civilian Board 
member. We would also like to thank 
League panel attorney Robert Seeman 
and defense representatives Cliff Armas 
and Lauri Guillen for their fine work on 
behalf of our members. 

Remember, what can be done to one, 
can be done to anyone. The physical 
distance between the investigator and 
the investigated is only the width of a 
table and, now days, the roles can 
change rapidly. The only advantage of 
the current 1.28 system is that, sooner 
or later, nearly everyone gets to walk in 
the shoes of the accused. That alone 
should foster a respect for the rights of 
others and a burning desire to make the 
system fair. .

Widespread but only partial news 
coverage was given tecently to a 
remarkable editorial broadcast from 
Toronto. The editorial was by Gordon 
Sinclair, a Canadian television com- 
mentator. What follows is the full text 
of his trenchant remarks as printed in 
the Congressional Record: 

“This Canadian thinks it is time to 
speak up for the Americans as the most 
generous and possibly the least appreci- 
ated people on the earth. 

Germany, Japan and to a lesser extent 
Britain and Italy were lifted out of the 
debris of war by the Americans who 
poured in billions of dollars and for- 
gave other billions in debts. None of 
these countries is today paying even the 
interest on its remaining debts to the

When the franc was in danger of col- 
lapsing in 1956, it was the Americans 
who propped it up, and their reward 
was to be insulted and swindled on the 
streets of Paris.

These so-called business associates 
have also been arrested for money 
laundering. 

It was not enough to just purchase 
homes and businesses, these sus- 
pects purchased vehicles and other 
assets that have since been recov- 
ered by the FBI Asset Forfeiture 
Unit. The suspects had also traveled 
to Las Vegas where they spent sever- 
al hundred thousand dollars posing 
as high rollers. 

As of this date, four of the robbers 
have entered into a guilty plea 
agreement with Federal Prosecutors 
with the agreement to testify in 
future trials pending their sentence. 
These robbers are showing their true 
colors and will testify against the 
"ring leader," a former supervisor of 
security at Dundar, and his brother- 
in-law. Their trial is set to begin 
January 9, 2001, in the United States 
Federal Court, Los Angeles. 

These few paragraphs cannot fully 
describe what a great job all of the 
investigators did to bring a successful 
conclusion to this investigation. These 
detectives and FBI agents are to be 
commended for a fine piece of police 
work.
